A late Taylorsville special says the 
three men, Clements, Pettis and Mont- 
gomery, held to appear before the 
Grand Jury there to-day on a charge 
of ravishing Miss Bond, were taken 
out of the jail by a band of citizens. 
No further particulars, 

LATER. 
TAYLORVILLE, III., Aug. 12. 

An immense crowd gathered around 
the jail, forced open the door and took 
out Montgomery, Clements and Pettis. 
They then put ropes around their 
necks ahd with threats and blows tried 
to make them confess, but without 
avail. They were then taken into the 
Court-House yard and stiung up to 
the limb of a tree for about a minute 
then let down and extorted to confess, 
but all three protested their innocence. 
At this point a fire in town broke out, 
attracting a portion of the crowd, and 
Mr. Bond, the fatber of the outraged 
girl and the prosecuting attorney, ap- 
pealed to the crowd to let the men 
stand their trial. This had a mollify- 


ing effect, and the men were returned 
to jail at 2:30 4. M. 

The following additional particulars 
have been received: 

A large and excited crowd re- 
mained about the jail until 9 o’clock, 
patiently and quietly waiting for the 
arrival of the organized party. As 
time went on and no party came the 
mob became impatient, and some 
cried, “Break the door in and fetch 
them out.” A few men, pretty well 
intoxicated, moved around urgiug a 
general attack, and finally succeeded 
in getting the crowd so worked up 
that they walked up to the door of the 
jail, and boldly asked for the prison 
ers. The door, which had been 
opened from within, was closed in 
their faces and they fell back. In a 
short time they rallied sufficiently to 
make the attempt again, ‘and after 
many efforts succeeded in working 
their way into the jail. They then 
passed up stairs to where the cells 
were. Tne Sheriff had abandoned the 
jail to the mob, who now went to 
work to get tbe prisoners out. After 
half an hour's work Pettis aod John 
Montgomery were pulled out through 
an Opening ia the top of the cell and 
handed over to the mob. A bran new 
rope was suddenly produced and 
thrown around their necks. The 
most horrible language on the part of 
the mob was used. They endeavored 
by blows and threats, and every means 
known to them, to induce the wretch- 
vs to confess. I am innocent, gen- 
tleman,” cried Pettis, in an agonized 
voice. Hang me it you will, but I 
am innocent!” 

“You lie, damn you! You know 
you did it,” was yelled from the mob. 

I know I am going to die, but as 
God is my Judge, I am innocent. Then 
there was a surge of the crowd on the 
small apartment and a cry: Take 
them out and hang them.” John 
Montgomery in the meantime was 
whining: I am innocent. I don't 
know anything. The workers of the 
mob were searching for Clements, who 
could not be found. The cells were 
all opened by the use of crow bars, 
and then it was discovered Clements 
was not in jail. Theo Pettis and 
Mo atgomery were dragged down 
stairs and into the jail yard, the crowd 
looking as they passed for a good tree. 
The trees were all sapliogs and the 
halter was made during the time 
which confession was sought to be ex- 
tracted from Montgomery, the man 
still protested bis innocence. “To the 
court house yard,” someone cried, and 
other voices took it up. To the court 
house yard the mob then proceeded, 
threatening aod bullying the prisoners 
on their way. Pettis repeated every 
minute: I am innocent. I am inno- 
cent.” The Court House yard was 
svon reached, and the crowd halted 
under a tall tree. Some nimble fel- 
low climbed the tree and threw the 
end of the rope into a forked branch, 
when a dozen bands caught the loose 
end and John Montgomery was jerked

Wasuineron, August 11. 
For two or three days past there has

FOREIGN. 
Ireland—Henry George's Arrest. 
Dusiin, August 12. 

Simultaneously with the tidings of 
the liberation of Henry George, 
comes the announcement that S. J. 
Meany, the New York Star special 
correspondent in Ireland, has been ar- 
rested at Ennis, whither he went to 
visit his relatives, and whence be was 

about to make a tour of the distressed 
districts of Ireland, where evictions 
were being carried on at a wholesale 
rate. These arbitrary arrests are the 
first fruits of the Repression Act, and 
their manifest intention to intimidate 
American citizens from visiting Ire- 


land. The Dublin Castle authorities 
think it not without reason that the 
Land League is supported chiefly by 
the moral and material aid received 
trom the United States, and they are 


of the opinion that such assistance | 


would be largely diminished if corres- 

pondents and agitators were discour- 
aged from traveling in Ireland at 
present. Henry George was arrested, 

it is understood, at the express direc- 

tion of Premier. No protest against 
his arrest or imprisoument was 
made to the Government through the 
Ameaican Consulate. One report 
states that when Gladstone heard of 
the arrest of George he was quite in- 
dignant, and ordered his iastant re- 
lease, and that he caused officers to be 
severely questioned as to their motives 
for taking him into custody. The 
spokesman for the officers replied: 

“The prisoner is a common rongh- 
looking man, sir.” The bearer ot 
Government orders assured the officers 
that the Minisfer’s anxiety to have the 
prisoner at once set free indicated that 
the Government deemed him a very 
uncommon person. Which Govern- 
ment has he behind him?” asked one 
of the officers of another. The 
British Government,” was the reply of 
the dispatch bearer. Neither mee- 

enger nor Officer had any idea of 
George’s identity. They liberated him 
with much ceremony and he went his 
way quietly. Tne record of his arrest 
was made to read: “ Arrested— Henry 
George, accused by the police of asso- 
ciation with suspects.”
